Dracula’s castle will have overnight 
guests on Halloween, marking the first 
time since 1948 that anyone has slept in 
the Transylvanian fortress. 

The site’s actual name is Bran Castle, and 
two people will get to sleep there Oct. 31 
thanks to a promotion by Airbnb. The guests 
will be wined and dined, then left alone to lie 
down in red velvet-trimmed coffins just as 
Dracula did in the Bram Stoker horror novel 
that popularized the legend. 

The castle is famous for its connection to 
Vlad the Impaler, a real-life prince who stayed 
there in the 15th century and had a cruel habit 
of using stakes to impale his victims. Vlad in- 
spired Stoker’s story of Count Dracula. 

The Airbnb contest to find guests for the 
night launched Monday Applicants were 
asked to use their “vampiric wit” to imagine 
what they’d say to Count Dracula if they met 
him. Winners wiU be flown to Romania and 
then taken to the castle set dramatically in the 
Carpathian Mountains. If they’re too spooked 
to sleep in the coffins, beds are on hand. 

The castle is one of Romania’s top tourist 


attractions, with more than 630,000 visitors 
a year. Hosting the one-off Airbnb event is a 
descendant of Bram Stoker, Dacre Stoker. 

“I want to make it both re- 
alistic and show the legend in 
the wonderful country that 
birthed the whole thing,” 

Stoker said in a telephone in- 
terview He’ll play the role of 
Jonathan Harker, a character 
from the novel who encoun- 
ters Dracula at the castle. 

When the winners arrive in a 
horse-drawn carriage, he plans 
to greet them using the same 
words Dracula used in his an- 
cestor’s story: “Welcome to my 
house! Enter freely Go safely, 
and leave something of the 
happiness you bring!” 

Stoker added that staging 
“Halloween night in Dracula 
castle” was a way of “re-creating 
the book, and giving people a 
good experience and a good 
scare.” 

The winning pair will tour the castle, then 
be treated to a candlelight dinner of chicken 


paprikash, the same meal described in the 
novel. Airbnb’s rules for the night are simple: 
no garlic or silver jewelry— both believed to 
ward off vampires— and this 
reminder: “The count is not a 
fan of mirror selfies.” (Accord- 
ing to legend, a vampire’s im- 
age cannot be seen in mirrors.) 

Bran Castle was originally a 
military fortress, strategically 
set on a highway that links 
Transylvania to southern Ro- 
mania. Vlad the Impaler did 
not own the castle but is be- 
lieved to have used it briefly 
during his incursions in Tran- 
sylvania. He is also believed to 
have been imprisoned in the 
castle for two months in 1462 
when he was captured by a rival 
Hungarian king. 

Vlad impaled his victims as 
punishment for wrongdoing. 
His victims reputedly included 
all the elderly residents of one 
community to avenge the deaths of his father 
and brother. 

Following World War I, the castle was given 


to Queen Marie in gratitude for her role in 
unifying Transylvania with the rest of Roma- 
nia. She bequeathed it to her youngest daugh- 
ter, Princess Ileana. In 1948, the Communists 
seized it from Ileana. 

In 2006, years after communism ended, the 
castle was returned to Ileana’s son Dominic 
Hapsburg, a retired New Yoik architect. His 
sisters spent their childhood there. A Roma- 
nian company manages the castle, which is 
rented for weddings, soirees and corporate 
events. Hapsburg plays an active role in the 
site, but nobody has stayed overnight there 
since Hapsburg and his family were exiled 
from Romania. 

The castle is very popular with tourists. “We 
just love Halloween, so what drew us to Roma- 
nia was Transylvania,” said Gina Ricciardi of 
Boca Raton, Fla., visiting with her husband 
and friends. “We wanted to see Dracula’s cas- 
tle and just experience the whole Dracula.” 

Might Count Dracula himself show up on 
Oct. 31? 

“Did he really die at end of the novel when 
he was stabbed with [a] knife? Bram leaves 
the question ambiguous,” Stoker said. “But 
if he’s stiU floating around, he would make an 
appearance.”

Since 20 05, Tyler Perr/s name has come before 
about 20 films. He’s written, directed, pro- 
duced and starred in more than half of them. 
He’s close friends with Oprah Winfrey and has 
five television shows currently airing. Twenty 
plays written, directed and produced by Perry 
have toured the U.S. since 1998. 

Perry has, obviously, come a long way since 
growing up outside New Orleans. It was 
watching Winfrey on her eponymous long- 
running talk show that spurred him to start 
writing, and he simply never stopped. After 
penning his first stage play “I Know I’ve Been 
Changed,” Perry moved to Atlanta, a city he 
called “the promised land.” 

“I went there for the first time and I saw 
black people doing well, being college-edu- 
cated, working jobs in suits and keeping their 
families together,” Perry said. “It was an eye- 
opener. I decided I wanted to live in a place 
that fostered that kind of growth for African- 
Americans.” 

At 22 years old. Perry used $12,000 of his 
own savings to finance the first-ever produc- 
tion of “I Know I’ve Been Changed,” which 
was a resounding flop. But with eight years and 
a lot of persistence. Perry eventually created a 
successful run, and by 2005, he had sold “more 
than $100 million in tickets, $30 million in vid- 
eos of his shows and an estimated $20 million 
in merchandise,” according to Forbes. 

It was then that Perry decided to make the 
switch from stage to film and television. 

“I thought it would just be stage, but then 

I realized so many people were coming and 
we didn’t have the capacity to tell the stories 
to reach as many people as were trying to get 
in the door,” Perry said. “We were selling out 
everywhere, selling out arenas, and I thought, 
‘OK, I should go to television, I should go to 
film,’ so I would be able to tell these stories and 
not kill myself trying to make it all through the 
country” 

From the get-go, the words “Tyler Perry 
presents ...” have preceded the title of any 
production, whether it be on the stage, the 
big screen or television. For Perry those three 
words speak volumes. 

“I knew if I was going to build a brand early 
on that people needed to remember my name,” 
Perry said. “If you’re going to see a ‘Tyler Perr/ 
movie, you know what to expect.” 

And what people expect is a very certain 
kind of film. For Perry his work allows him to 
reach those who have been with him from the 
start, an homage to people who know where 
he comes from and follow his work. 

After 20 years spent on the screen and 

II behind— or in front of— the camera, these 
fans are who Perry constantly thinks of when 
writing and producing the films that carry the 
“Tyler Perry presents ...” label. 

“I know that what I’ve never done is I’ve 
never left my base,” he said. “Some actors and 
directors leave their base as they get higher in

the industr)^ which I will never do. ... It would 
be like if Coca-Cola decided to stop making 
Coca-Cola for certain people. When you’re a 
brand, you have to serve your audience.” 

That isn’t to say that his films can’t be for 
everyone. Perry said the themes of his newest 
film “Boo! A Madea Halloween”— raising chil- 
dren and handling disrespect within a family— 
are universal. 

In the film, Brian (Madea’s nephew) is having 
a hard time controlling his teenage daughter. 
Tiffany Despite Brian’s attempts to discipline 
Tiffany she continues to disrespect him, until 
Madea comes to the rescue with parenting ad- 
vice such as “You have to beat that child’s ass!” 

Perry himself had a child with his partner, 
Gelila Bekele, almost two years ago. Their son, 
Aman, doesn’t ever make Perry get to a Madea 
level of discipline, thankfully According to 
Perry Madea’s parenting techniques are “too 
much”— clearly 

“I’m like 75 percent Brian, 25 percent Ma- 
dea,” Perry said of his parenting style. “I could 
never be Madea, that’s way too much. No- 
body’s gonna push him off a roof” 

Perry said Aman is just beginning to make 
his own decisions, choosing his own clothes 
and shoes, so his Halloween costume will be 
up to him (he was Batman last year). Perry 
recalled that when the time came for him to 
choose a costume as a child, his mom— who 
passed away in 2009 — had to bring down the 
parental hammer. 

“I didn’t have a costume so I was just going 
to wear a sheet over my head and be a ghost,” 
Perry said. “My mom saw me and was like, 
‘Not in this neighborhood, you’re not gonna 
be wearing a sheet,’ so that was pretty scary” 

His mother’s “hammer” was part of Perry’s 
inspiration for Madea, making the character 
especially close to his heart, but he isn’t afraid 
to branch out. In 2014, Perry starred in “Gone 
Girl” as a defense attorney tasked with defend- 
ing Ben Affleck’s Nick Dunne when his wife, 
Amy disappears. 


“When David Fincher calls, you don’t say 
no,” he said. “Working with {them} was like 
going to college. It was a learning experience 
for me about film and opened my eyes to how 
things should be done.” 

Perry has also had bit parts in 2009’s “Star 
Trek” and, more recently “Teenage Mutant 
Ninja Turtles: Out of the Shadows” and “Brain 
on Fire,” both out this year. 

While those are only a small portion of 
his larger collection of films, if the timing is 
right. Perry makes it a point to take on proj- 
ects where he doesn’t need to wear a ridiculous 
number of hats. 

“For me it’s an opportunity to relax,” he 
joked. “I can just let go and let them lead the 
way and take charge.” 

But without fail. Perry always returns to 
the characters that his audience knows and 
loves— and have loved since 1998. Having 
grown roots in Atlanta and been shaped by the 
theater community, those who saw him in his 
earliest days now follow his films religiously 
and can see themselves reflected in his work, 
which makes his films as popular as they are. 

This was apparent in the passionate crowd 
at a screening for “Boo! A Madea Halloween.” 
Men, women and children alike all swarmed 
as Perry made an appearance at Showplace 
ICON for the screening, and responded up- 
roariously when Perry reminded the crowd 
that Chicago was where Madea got her start 
(‘After an actress didn’t show up, I took both 
her lines and mine,” Perry said. “The audience 
loved it.”). 

“I’m always talking to them initially” he said 
of this audience. Whether on screen or on 
stage. Perry shapes his work around the char- 
acters that his “base” is already familiar with. 

“Madea is going to be Madea wherever she 
is,” Perry said. “She’s huge on stage and she’s 
only a little bit smaller on film, so she’s all 
about just letting it be, letting the story tell it- 
self no matter where it’s taking place.

What happens? 

After their car breaks down, recently engaged 
Brad (Ryan McCartan) and Janet (Victoria 
Justice) venture for help to the mansion of Dr. 
Frank-N-Furter (Laverne Cox), a gender-fluid 
mad scientist with a cult of weird and wacky 
followers. Ala Frankenstein, Frank-N-Furter 
brings creation Rocky (Staz Nair) to life, 
and Brad and Janet get pulled further into 
Frank-N-Furter’s world when their sexual- 
ity is awakened by Frank-N-Furter seducing 
them — separately 


What’s good? 

Props to Fox for venturing outside the musi- 
cal comfort zone. Cox absolutely commands 
the screen as Frank-N-Furter, channeling the 
spirit of the original while also making the 
character her own. 

What’S bad? 

The movie within a movie format is really 
bad. Fox’s remake is actually about a theater 
of people watching “TRHPS,” so the camera 
sporadically cuts back to them doing audience 
participation rituals that have become “Rocky 
Horror” tradition. It’s a nod to the film’s cult 
following, but it’s forced and confusing. 

The remake also waters down the sexual 
edge, instead relying heavily on amping the 
camp. Understandable for network TV, but 
then why choose “Rocky Horror” at all? 

Final verdict 

“Rocky Horror” fans might as well give it a 
shot, if only to renew your conviction that 
watching it in a theater fuU of half-drunk 
bozos is best. If you have no idea what this 
has aU been about, go out and find the nearest 
theater showing “TRHPS” and turn in your 
“Rocky Horror” V-card there instead.
